510  1848  CAL.  quarter  eagle.  When  gold  was  discovered  at  Sutter’s  Mill  in  1848  about  230  ounces  of 
the  lustrous  metal  were  sent  east  to  Secretary  of  War  Marcy  by  Col.  R.B.  Mason,  the 
military  governor  of  California.  The  bullion  was  taken  to  the  Philadelphia  Mint  where  it  was 
coined  into  1,389  pieces  of  the  quarter  eagle  denomination.  Like  other  California  gold,  the 
bullion  was  lighter  in  color  (due  to  a high  silver  content,  as  opposed  to  the  regular 
gold/copper  refined  alloy  normally  used).  To  aid  in  identifying  these  distinctive  quarter 
eagles  the  lettering  “CAL.”  was  punched  above  the  eagle  on  the  reverse  of  each  coin.  The 
coins  were  then  released  into  circulation.

Exceedingly  Rare  Gem  1876-CC  Twenty-Cent  Piece 


791  1876-CC  Twenty  Cent  piece  — the  prime  rarity  of  this  denomination  and  one  of  the  rarest  and 

most  desired  of  all  American  coins.  When  we  catalogued  the  Century  Sale  (for  Paramount 
International  Coin  Corporation)  in  1965  we  explained  the  rarity  of  the  1876-CC,  a coin  of 
which  10.000  were  minted  hut  of  which  only  a dozen  or  so  are  known  today,  by  quoting  a 
letter  Birnished  to  us  by  numismatic  researcher  Walter  Thompson.  The  letter,  written  by 
Mint  Director  11. R.  Uinderman  on  March  19,  1877,  and  addressed  to  Jas.  Crawford, 
Superintendent  of  the  U.S.  Mint  at  Carson  City,  stated:  You  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  melt  all  Iwenty-cent  pieces  you  have  on  hand,  and  you  will  debit  '^Silver  Profit 
l•'und"  with  any  loss  thereon.  The  presently-offered  1876-CC  is  the  first  we’ve  had  the 
opportunity  of  handling  since  1965,  a span  of  seven  years.  Of  the  few  known  1876-CC 
Iwenty-cent  pieces,  few  have  credentials  as  interesting  as  the  one  now  up  for  sale.  The 
condition  is  .superb  Uncirculated  with  an  absolutely  flawless  surface.  It  was  undoubtedly  a 
sp<-eimen  or  presentalion  striking;  a situation  which  woidd  account  both  for  its  survival  and 
for  its  imi)eeeahle  eondilion.  The  pedigree  is  likewi.se  first  class:  this  is  the  .specimen  owned 
by  noted  composer  ,|  erome  Kern.  From  the  Kern  Collection  it  went  to  Edwin  llydeman,  a 
discriminating  numismatist  who.se  collection  was  sold  at  auction  by  A.  Kosoff  in  1961.  The 
next  owner  was  Kansas  City  dealer  Joe  Flynn,  Jr.  Frotn  Mr.  Flynn  it  went  via  an 
intermediary  to  its  present  owner:  and  now  is  offered  for  sale.  The  two  most  recent 
offerings  we  can  trace  of  llu'  clas.sic  1876-CC  are:  (I)  The  R.U.  Miles,  Jr.  coin,  likewise  a 
choice  Uncireulaled  example,  offered  as  Lot  874  in  Slack's  sale  of  April  10,  1909  - over 
three  years  ago.  In  their  .sale  description  Slack’s  noted  that  'The  interest  in  rarities  such  as 
the  1876-Ct:  20e  piece  has  been  constantly  increasing,  and  although  we  have  not  been  able 
to  offer  one  for  .sale  in  Sl.\  YEARS,  we  feel  that  an  estimate  of  $ I 0,000.00  is  con.servalive.” 
(.onservalive  it  was,  and  the  coin  letehed  .?  16,000.00.  (2)  Ihe  second  offering  was  that  of 
the  present  coin.  In  a full-page  adverli.semeni  Joe  Flynn  noted:  "...  this  coin  should  prove 
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to  be  ail  excellent  investment  for  the  future.  We  are  proud  to  offer  this  classic  numismatic 
rarity  at  123,900.00.”  With  the  current  strength  of  the  coin  market,  the  fame  and 
desirability  of  the  1876-CC,  the  rarity  of  the  coin  (it  compares  favorably  with  the  rarity  of 
the  1804  dollar,  for  example),  the  flawless  condtion  of  the  piece  offered  here,  and  its 
outstanding  pedigree,  we  expect  it  to  sell  for  close  to  $30,000.00.

796  1828  25c  over  50c  on  reverse.  A superb  coin  separated  from  mint  state  only  by  some  light 
friction  on  the  higher  parts.  The  25c  over  50c  feature  is  particularly  sharp  and  well  defined. 
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This  reverse  die  (also  used  earlier  in  1822)  is  one  of  tlie  most  curious  in  American 
numismatics:  the  engraver  absentmindedly  thought  he  was  working  on  a half  dollar  and 
engraved  50C  as  the  denomination.  Realizing  his  error  after  the  work  was  done,  he  overcut 
the  correct  25C  — with  the  result  that  both  values  are  visible  today.

UNITED  STATES  PATTERN  COINS 

I’alleni  coins  are  among  the  most  interesting  of  all  United  States  issues,  telling  as  they  do  the  story 
of  “what  might  hare  been”  in  United  States  coinage.  Patterns  are  interesting,  beautiful,  and  elusive. 
The  last  point  needs  some  elaboration.  There  is  no  such  thing  as  a “common”  pattern  issue.  True, 
several  pieces  have  mintages  in  the  500  to  2000  niece  range,  but  apart  from  these  few  issues,  the  others 
are  extremely  rare.  The  following  offering  contains  some  specimens  which  are  so  rare  that  the  chance 
of  other  pieces  being  offered  again  during  your  lifetime  are  remote.  .And  yet  patterns  are  relatively 
inexpensive.  The  following  lots  are  catalogued  per  Dr.  J.  Hewitt  Judd's  “U.S.  Patterns.”  A perusal  of 
that  volume  will  show  that  many  patterns  of  which  fewer  than  two  dozen  specimens  are  known  are 
priced  at  under  $200  to  $300  etich  — and  this  is  for  a Proof. 

Mr.  Champa  was  a connoisseur  of  patterns.  lie  studied  available  reference  books,  sale  catalogues, 
and  other  offerings  carefully.  It  was  his  desire  to  obtain  guality,  not  (piantity  — and  to  this  end  he 
succeeded.  Years  of  effort  were  .spent  in  tracking  dotvn  the  elusive  pattern  half  dollars  of  1877  — coins 
so  rare  that  many  dealers  and  collectors  have  never  seen  or  owned  a specimen.  The  J 872  Amazonian 
silver  dollar,  a cla.ssic  .American  coin  which  many  consider  to  be  the  most  beautiful  silver  dollar  ever 
struck  by  this  country  (and  who  would  disagree?),  is  likewise  offered  — as  are  many  other  beautiful 
issue.s. 
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In  1961  we  had  the  pleasure  of  offering  the  Major  Lenox  K.  Lohr  Colleelion  of  pattern  coins,  the 
largest  grouping  of  patterns  ever  priced  and  offered  for  sale.  In  the  intervening  decade  we’ve  had 
several  select  groupings  of  patterns,  but  nothing  which  matches  the  Champa  Collection  offered  here. 
Mr.  Champa  derived  great  pleasure  from  owning  the  coins,  we  have  enjoyed  cataloguing  them,  and  you 
will  enjoy  owning  them.
